usually just simple squares or rectangles, I can 

forget about shaping and just focus on 
color and patterning. Finishing is often 
nothing more than weaving in yarn Ж mm 
ends, some gentle blocking, and s vs 
perhaps adding some embroidery 
or a lining. 

Baby hats and booties may 
be more complex in shaping 
than blankets, һи 
they're small and (usually) quick 
to complete, I hardly notice the 
extra bit of focus required. And as I 


because 


have told many a student struggling 
with the perceived imperfections of their 
finished baby projects, everything looks good on 
a baby, and who would be so mean as to critique a 
baby's handmade clothes? 


There are a few words Га like to share about 
the knit and crochet patterns in Blankets, Hats, 
and Booties. Babies arrive in a tremendous range of 
sizes, so the size designations such as Newborn or 
0—6 Months are averages. They may or may not apply 
to the particular baby for whom you are knitting 
or crocheting. When in doubt, I err on the side of 
making the hat or booties a little big because babies 
grow fast and the item will fit them eventually. 


Most of the booties in Blankets, Hats, and Booties 
are knit on double-pointed needles ranging from 
size 3 (3.25 mm) to 5 (3.75 mm), or crocheted on size 
G-6 (4 mm) to size H-8 (5 mm) hooks. In teaching 
bootie and sock classes, I have found that many 
people experience significant gauge changes when 
working on a small-scale project like a bootie. 
Experiment to find what needle size works best for 
you to get the size you want. 


You'll notice that the patterns refer to booties 
and socks, and hats and caps, and you may wonder 
what the difference is between the various styles. 
Booties just cover the foot, while socks have longer 
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cuffs that come up over the 
ankle. Hats come down over the 
crown of the head and reach the 
ears or cover them, while caps are 
shaped from the back of the head 
and come forward to frame the face. 


The bootie and sock patterns in this 
book are written for one size only and should 
fit the average newborn. If you want a larger bootie, 
it’s usually sufficient to go up one hook or needle 
size. For a smaller bootie (perhaps for a preemie— 
they need booties too!) go down one size. 


Several blankets in Blankets, Hats, and Booties 
can easily be made larger, even afghan size. To enlarge 
the Granny Squares crocheted blanket, keep making 
squares until you have as many as you need to get 
the size you want. The Pinwheel crocheted blanket 
and Rose Leaf knitted blanket, both worked from the 
center out, can be increased indefinitely to any size. 
And the No Gauge blanket allows you to use almost 
any yarn to make a blanket of any size you wish, from 
a tiny blanket for a preemie to a bedspread, should 
you be so inclined. Just remember that significantly 
increasing the size of the blanket will require the 
purchase of significantly more yarn. 

When making baby items to give as gifts, it’s a 
good idea to find out the parents' preferences 
regarding fiber content and care requirements. 
Some parents prefer natural fibers and don't mind 
hand washing from time to time. Other parents need 
to be able to throw the blanket in the washer and 
forget about it. You want your gift to be used and 
appreciated, so be thoughtful when choosing yarn. 
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"EM Ч his section outlines knitting techniques 
| used in this book, some of which may be 
new to you. If you need help with more 
basic techniques, consult one of the many fine 
knitting references available. My book Knits from the 
Heart (Martingale & Company, 2004) includes more 
extensive how-to information. 


Cable Cast On 


I use the cable cast on when I need to cast on in the 
middle of a project. To start, you need 2 stitches on 
your left-hand needle. If you are casting on from 
scratch, this would be your slipknot plus one more 
cast-on stitch (use whatever cast-on method you 
usually employ to add the second stitch). If you 
are casting on within the body of a project, this 
would be the first 2 stitches on the left-hand needle. 
*Insert your right needle between the first 2 stitches 
on the left needle, wrap the yarn as if to knit, and 
pull the new stitch through. Place this new stitch 
on theleft needle. Repeat from * until you cast on the 
required number of stitches. 
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Insert needle between two 
stitches. Knit a stitch. 





Place new stitch 
on left needle. 
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Yarn Over (YO) 


Yarn overs are used in lace knitting to make the holes 
that create lace fabric. How a yarn over is made 
varies with the placement of the yarn over in the 
stitch pattern. 


Between 2 knit stitches: Bring the yarn forward 
between the 2 needles, and then back over the right 
needle. Knit the next stitch as usual. 
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Between 2 purl stitches: Take the yarn back over 
the right needle, and then forward between the 2 
needles. Purl the next stitch as usual. 
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Between а knit and а purl: Bring the yarn 
forward, back over right needle, and then forward 
again. Purl the next stitch as usual.

Between a purl and a knit: Take the yarn back 
over the right needle and knit the next stitch as 
usual. 
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Two-Color Knitting 


The easiest technique for those who are new to 
2-color knitting is what is called the "pick up and 
drop" method. Simply knit color А for however many 
stitches the pattern indicates, let go of it, pick up 
color B from under color A, knit as indicated in the 
pattern, drop color B, and pick up the next color 
from under the previous color. Continue "picking 
and dropping" as necessary. 


Its important to leave the "floats" (the strands of 
the color notin use that travel along the inside of your 
knitting) long enough. If the floats are too short, your 
knitting will pucker. Gently stretching your knitting 
down the right-hand needle before changing to a 
new color greatly reduces the chances of puckering, 
because it ensures that the floats will belong enough 
to span the distance they must cover. 
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Decreases 


The following decrease techniques are used in this 
book. 


Purl Two Together through Back Loop 
(P2tog tbl) 


Insert the right needle into the back of the next 2 
stitches from left to right, wrap yarn as if to purl, 
pull the new stitch through, and drop the 2 worked 
stitches off the left needle. 
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Slip, Slip, Knit (SSK) 

Slip the next 2 stitches knitwise one at a time, and 
then insert the left needle into the fronts of the 
slipped stitches and knit the slipped stitches 
together. 
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Double Decreases 511 kw, K2tog, psso: Slip the next stitch knitwise, 
There are 3 double decreases used in this book. knit the next 2 stitches together, and pass the slipped 
Each one varies subtly from the others—these Stitch over the knit-2-together stitch. 

variations give each decrease a slightly different 
look. It's important to use the decrease specified in 
your pattern because using a different decrease will 
change the look of your fabric.

| Knitting Techniques 


Finishing and Embellishing 


Once you knit your project, make it spectacular with 
these finishing and decorative techniques. Simple to 
learn and easy to execute, they add a personal touch 
to your project. 


Three-Needle Bind Off 


I used the 3-needle bind off technique to join the 
ruffles on the Dots and Ruffles blanket. Its more 
typically used to join shoulder seams, and it is a very 
useful technique to know. 


Place the 2 pieces to be joined on 2 different 
needles. Hold the pieces in your left hand, parallel, 
with right sides together. Insert a third needle of the 
same size into the first stitch on the front needle, 
then into the first stitch on the back needle, and knit 
these 2 stitches together. *Knit the next 2 stitches 
together (2 stitches on the right-hand needle), pass 
the first stitch on the right-hand needle over the 
second stitch and off the needle, and repeat from * 
until all the stitches are bound off. 


increases worked as part of the bind off, I find it best 
to use a needle 2 sizes smaller than that used for the 
main part of the project. Using the same-size needle 
may cause the edge to flare. 


In order to do this bind off, you will need to know 
how to do a double increase. See "Increases" on page 
7. For the beaded bind off, double increase in the first 
stitch, pass the first 2 increase stitches together over 
the third stitch and off the needle, *knit 1 stitch, pass 
the remaining stitch over the knit 1 stitch and off the 
needle, double increase, pass the middle 2 stitches 
together over the third stitch and off the needle, pass 
the first stitch over and off the needle, and repeat 
from * until all the stitches have been bound off. 








Beaded Bind Off 


Beaded bind off is worked much as regular bind off 
(regular bind off: knit 2 stitches, *pass the first stitch 
worked over the second and off the needle, knit the 
next stitch, and repeat from *) but with a couple of 
extra steps. It can be worked from either the right 
side or the wrong side of the work. For the projects in 
this book, I have worked it from the wrong side. 


While the instructions that follow may look 
complex, the technique is really not much more 
difficult than your usual bind off. Once you do a few 
stitches, you'll get the hang of it. Practice on a swatch 
and you'll have it down in no time. Because of the 





Its not crucial that you end the bind off with 
either a knit 1 or the double increase—depending 
on how many stitches you are working over you 
may end on either step. I usually prefer the look of 
starting and ending with the double increase, but it's 
not mandatory. 
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I-cord 


I-cord is used to finish the Quack! hat (see page 39), 
and it can also be used to make ties for the hats and 
bonnets should you prefer not to use ribbon. Cast 
on the desired number of stitches onto a double- 
pointed needle. *Knit the stitches. Then, without 
turning your work, slide the stitches back to the right 
end of the needle. Repeat from * until the I-cord is 
the desired length. Bind off the stitches. 





Duplicate Stitch 


This technique is used to add color and detail to a 
finished piece of knitting. The duplicate stitch does 
exactly what its name implies—it duplicates an 
existing stitch but in a different color. 


To do horizontal duplicate stitching, *bring a 
threaded tapestry needle from the wrong side of the 
work out to the right side, with the needle emerging 
at the base of the stitch you want to duplicate. Then 
insert the needle under the base of the knit stitch 
directly above the stitch to be duplicated. Reinsert 
the needle at the base of the duplicated stitch (the

same place it emerged initially). Repeat from * until 
all the stitches to be duplicated have been worked. 
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To do vertical duplicate stitching, bring a 
threaded tapestry needle from the wrong side of the 
work out to the right side at the base ofthe first stitch 
to be covered. Insert the needle from right to left 
through the top of the same stitch. Bring the needle 
down and insert it at the base of the same stitch, 
bringing it out again at the base of the stitch that lies 
directly above the one you just covered. Continue 
in this manner until all the stitches to be duplicated 
have been worked. 
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Crochet Techniques 





n this section you'll find instructions for cro- 

chet techniques used in this book. If you 

need help with basic techniques, consult 
your favorite crochet reference book. Also, my book 
Crochet from the Heart (Martingale & Company, 
2005) includes more extensive how-to information. 


Changing Color and 
Adding New Skeins of Yarn 


The same technique is used both for changing colors 
and for adding a new skein of yarn when the old one 
runs out. 


Work the last stitch of the old yarn to the final 
yarn over, drop the old yarn, and work the final yarn 
over and complete the stitch with the new yarn. Make 
sure to leave sufficiently long tails of each color to be 
able to weave them in easily. 


Note that when changing colors, the change 
actually happens on the last yarn over of the stitch 
before the color change. If a pattern tells you to work 
3 stitches with color A, and then 3 stitches with color 
B, you actually change colors on the last yarn over of 
the last stitch in color A. This leaves you in position 
to work the next stitch with color B. 





Joining Yarn on Finished Edge 


Sometimes you have to add yarn to a finished edge, 
meaning that there is no “live” stitch to work into. 
One option is to make a slipknot on your hook with 
the new yarn, insert your hook under the first stitch 
to be worked, and then proceed as instructed in 
your pattern. I don't care for this technique, because 
it leaves a slipknot in my work that I have to hide. 
I prefer to simply insert my hook under the stitch 
before the first stitch to be worked, catch the new 
yarn with the hook, and draw a loop through the 
stitch. This anchors the new yarn to the fabric and 
places it in position to work the first stitch, without 
the use of any knots. 


The initial step of inserting tbe hook under a 
stitch, hooking the yarn, and drawing it through does 
not countasa stitch. It’s a set-up step that anchors the 
yarn. The first stitch is the stitch following this set-up 
step. You may find it helpful to mark the set-up stitch 
or the first stitch made after adding the new yarn, 
thus avoiding confusion when you come back to the 
place where you joined the yarn on the subsequent 
row or round. 


Yarn Substitution and Hook Size 


When crocheting, I frequently use a hook size larger 
than that recommended on the yarn label, because 
I prefer the looser, more drapey fabric I get as a 
result. Therefore, if you are going to substitute any 
of the yarns used in this book, match the weight 
of the yarn, not the hook size on the yarn label. If I 
used a DK-weight yarn and an I-9 (5.5 mm) hook, 
look for another DK-weight yarn, not a yarn that 
recommends an I-9 hook. 
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Finishing 
The first step in creating a beautiful gift is crocheting 


it up. Expert finishing is the second. Below are two of 
my favorite techniques for easy, flawless finishing. 


Overcast Seam 


There are a number of ways to sew your crochet 
pieces together. My recommendation is that you use 
whatever technique works best for you, even if it's 
something you make up yourself. The overcast seam 
is the one I use the most. 


To make an overcast seam, lay the pieces to be 
seamed side by side, right sides up. With project 
yarn threaded through a tapestry needle, *insert the 
needle under the back loop of the edge stitch from 
each piece, pull yarn through, and repeat from * to 
the end of the seam. 
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Duplicate Stitch Join 


This technique, based on the duplicate stitch used in 
knitting, was created because I didn’t like the look of 
the usual method of finishing in-the-round projects 
(joining the last stitch of the round to the first stitch 
of the round with a slip stitch). 


After working the final stitch of your project, 
break the yarn and fasten off. (Omit the step of 
joining the last stitch of the round to the first stitch of 
the round with a slip stitch if your pattern instructs 
you to do this.) 


Thread the tail though a tapestry needle. Insert 
the needle from front to back under the legs of the 
second stitch of the round, and then from front 
to back under the back leg of the last stitch of the 
round. You are covering (duplicating) the first stitch 
of the round. Weave the tail in on the wrong side of 
the work. 


Duplicate stitch 
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Embellishing, Lining, and Blocking 





ZI mbellishments such as French knots апа 
| linings can take your projects from ordinary 
„= to extraordinary. And careful blocking 
improves the look of any project. 





Making French Knots 


Thread yarn through a tapestry needle and bring the 
needle up through the fabric from the wrong side. 
Holding the yarn taut with your left hand, wrap the 
yarn around the needle twice (wrap more times for 
a larger knot). Maintaining the tension on the yarn, 
reinsert the tapestry needle through the fabric near 
the place where it originally emerged. Pull the yarn 
and needle through, making sure to hold the yarn 
taut throughout. I like to knot the yarn ends on the 
inside of the fabric when making French knots, to 
avoid the possibility of them being pulled out. 
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Wrap yarn around needle 
2 or more times. 
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Insert yarn close to 
emerging point. 
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Lining a Blanket 


Some of the patterns in Blankets, Hats, and Booties 
specify that a lining be added. But you can line any 
blanket, even if it doesn't obviously require a lining. 
Linings have many benefits. They hide decidedly 
"wrong" sides of your knitted or crocheted fabric, 
they make the blanket warmer, and they add a fun 
design element. They also keep little fingers and toes 
from poking through the fabric or pulling stitches if 
this is a concern. 


Lining is simple to do. It just requires a little time 
and patience. Always preshrink the fabric you're 
using to line the blanket; then cut the fabric to the 
size indicated in the pattern. If you have a serger, 
serge the edges. If you don't have a serger, don't 
worry about it; serging makes the job a little easier 
but isn’t a necessity. Fold the fabric edges, serged 
or not, under %" all the way around. Pin the wrong 
side of the fabric to the wrong side of the blanket 
and hand stitch it into place, using a sewing needle 
and thread. 


Blocking 


Blocking opens up lace patterns, relaxes cables, 
evens out any irregularities of tension, and shapes 
fabric. It's the final step to making your needlework 
look fabulous. 


To wet block, wash the item just as you would 
normally, and then lay it out flat on towels and gently 
coax it into shape. Gentle is the operative word here; 
you never want to pull roughly on your needlework. 
Grab a tape measure and your pattern instructions, 
and shape the piece to the dimensions given in 
the pattern. Then wait patiently for it to dry. If you 
remove your work when it is still damp, it may very 
well revert to its original, pre-blocked shape. 
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Lace, cables, апа stranded (2-color patterned) 


projects usually require wet blocking to achieve 


the fabric. Shape your project to the size given in the 


pattern, and then wait until it is completely cool and 
dry before moving it.

With A and size 3 needle, CO 149 sts. Work in seed st 
for 5 rows. 

Change to size 5 needle and B, work stripe sequence 
in St st, starting with a knit (RS) row. Work through 
entire stripe sequence 1 time, then through * 
once more (6 rows F completed). 
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Top Border 
Knit 1 row with A. 
Change to size 3 needle and work 4 rows seed st. 


Next row: BO in seed st. 


Side Borders 


Using A and size 3 needle, PU 169 sts along side 
edge. Work seed st for 4 rows. BO in seed st on 
5th row. 


Rep along 2nd side edge. Weave in ends. 


Hat Instructions 


With A and 16" circular needle in size 3, CO 80 (88, 
96) sts. Join into a circle, being careful not to 
twist sts, and PM for beg of rnd. 


Work in seed st for 5 rnds as follows: 
Rnds 1,3, and 5: *K1, P1, rep from * around. 
Rnds 2 and 4: *P1, КІ, rep from * around.

You need to be able to recognize the corner sts 
when attaching the border, so take note of its 
appearance.

Using a size 4 dpn and the left tip of the size 4 circular 
needle, cable CO (see page 5) 19 sts. 

Beg chart for rose leaf edging, starting with row 2 
(first time through only), attaching border to 
blanket as you go. Note that row 2 is a WS row 
and is worked from right to left. 
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Attaching Lace Borders 


The beauty of a knitted lace border is that it 
allows you to finish the edges of the blanket 
without having to bind off, while at the same 
time creating a dramatic finish for your 
project. The technique is simple—just follow 
the border chart, attaching the border to the 
blanket by knitting the last stitch of the wrong 
side border rows together with the next stitch 
ofthe blanket. The trickis roundingthe blanket 
corners. On the straight sides of the blanket 
the border is attached to the blanket on each 
wrong side row (that 15, every other row). But 
at the blanket corners, you need to attach the 
blanket on every fourth row to create the extra 
fabric that allows the border to gracefully 
curve around the corner. These extra rows are 
worked on each half of the corner. Without the 
extra border rows, the border pulls in, straining 
to make the curve. Below, I walk you through 
the first half corner row by row. You will repeat 
the process for each half corner. 


First Half Corner Only 


(This happens immediately after the initial cable 
CO.) 

Work row 2 according to chart, knitting last chart st 
tog with corner st of blanket. 

Rows 3, 4, and 5: Work according to chart, but do not 
attach row 4. 


Row 6: Work according to chart, attaching row 6 to 
blanket. 


Rows 7,8, and 9: Work according to chart, but do not 
attach row 8. 

Row 10: Work according to chart, attaching row 10 
to blanket. 


Rows 11, 12, and 13: Work according to chart, but do 
not attach row 12. 


Row 14: Work according to chart, attaching row 13 
to blanket. 


Rows 15, 16, and 17: Work according to chart, but do 
not attach row 16. 


Row 18: Work according to chart, attaching row 18 
to blanket. 


As you can see in the steps outlined below left, 
the border was attached on every fourth row, 
4 times. You will need to work each of the rem 
7 half corners in a similar manner to attach the 
border on every fourth row, 4 times. 


After working the first half corner, cont with border 
chart along the straight sides, attaching every 
wrong side (even-numbered) row to the blanket, 
until you are 4 sts away from the next corner 
st. (As you approach a corner, you may want to 
PM in it to keep you on track.) When you are 4 
sts from the corner st, cont the border patt as 
established, attaching the border on every fourth 
row, 4 times. Work the second half of the corner, 
also attaching the border on every fourth row, 4 
times. Cont around, attaching every other border 
row on the straight sides and every fourth row on 
the corners, until you have worked all the way 
around the blanket. BO your last row, and sew 
the CO and bound-off edges of the border tog. 


Tip 
As you round the final half corner, you may 
want to do a bit of fudging to get the cast-on 
edge and the bound-off edge to match. The 
pattern doesn't have to line up perfectly; as 
long as the 2 edges are about the same length 
they should sew up neatly. 


Block blanket into shape. Wet blocking will achieve 
the best results. Weave in ends. 


Cap Instructions 
With size 6 dpn, CO 4 sts. 
K1f&b into each 51—48 sts. 


Divide onto 4 dpns, placing2 sts on each needle. Join 
into rnd, PM in first st of rnd.

Enlarging the Blanket 


To make the blanket larger, simply continue 
pattern as established, alternating round 
10 and round 11, until it's the size you want, 
ending with round 11 completed. 


Cap Instructions 
Back 


With A, ch 4, join last ch to first ch with sl st to form 
aring. 

Rnd 1 (RS): With A, ch 3 (counts as 1 dc), 2 dc in ring, 
(ch 1, 3 dc in ring) 3 times, ch 1, join with sl st in 
top of starting ch 3. Break A. 

Rnd 2: With RS facing, join B in any ch-1 sp. Ch 3 
(counts as 1 dc), 4 dc in same sp for corner, 1 dc 
between 2nd and 3rd sts of next 3 dc group, (5 dc 
in next ch-1 sp, 1 dc between 2nd and 3rd sts of 
next 3 dc group) 3 times, join last st of rnd to top 
of starting ch 3 with sl st. Break B. 

Rnd 3: With RS facing, join C between 3rd and 4th 
sts of any corner group, ch 3, 2 dc in same st, (sk 
next st, 3 dc in next st) 11 times, sk last st, sl st in 
top of beg ch—36 sts. 

Rnd 4: Ch 3, 2 dc in sl st sp (base of ch), sk next st, 3 
dc in next st, sk next st, 2 dc in next st, *(sk next 
st, 3 dc in next st) twice, sk next st, 2 dc in next 
st, rep from * around, sk last st, sl st in top of beg 
ch—48 sts. 

Rnd 5: Ch 3, 2 dc in sl st sp (base of ch), sk next st, 3 
dc in next st, (sk next st, 2 dc in next st) twice, *(sk 
next st, 3 dc in next st) twice, (sk next st, 2 dc in 
next st) twice, rep from * around, end sk next st, 
sl st in top of beg ch—60 sts. 


Top and Sides 

Next row: Ch 3, dc at base of ch, (sk next st, 2 dc iu 
next st) 23 times. Turn. 

Next row: Ch 3, *2 dc in next st, sk next st, rep from * 
across, dc in top of tch. 

Rep last row 5 more times. Break yarn and fasten off. 
Weave in ends. 


Thread ribbon through front edge of cap. 


Booties Instructions 

With A and G-6 hook, ch 4, join last ch to first ch with 
sl st to form a ring. 

Rnd 1: Ch 3 (counts as 1 dc), 2 dc in ring, (ch 1, 3 
dc in ring) 3 times, ch 1, join with sl st in top of 
starting ch 3. 

Rnd 2: Ch 3, dc in sl st sp (base of ch), sk next de, 2 dc 
in next dc, *sk next ch, 2 dc in next de, sk next de, 
2 dc in next dc, rep from * around, sl st in top of 
beg ch—16 dc. 

Rows 3 and 4: Ch 3, dc in first dc, *sk next dc, 2 dc in 
next dc, rep from * around, $1 st in top of beg ch. 


Heel 

Change to size 7 hook, ch 1 and sc in first 6 dc. Turn. 

(Ch 1, sc in next 12 sts, turn) for 2 rows. 

Ch 1, sc in next 4 sts, (sc2tog) twice, sc in next 4 sts, 
turn—10 sts. 

Ch 1, sc across row, turn. 

Ch 1, sc in next 3 sts, (sc2tog) twice, sc in next 3 sts, 
ШІП os. 

Ch 1, sc across row. Break yarn and fasten off. 


Sew heel seam. 


With size 7 hook, join A at back of heel and work sc 2 
rnds around foot opening. Break yarn aud fasten 
off. Weave in ends. 


Thread ribbon around foot opening. 


Tip 
A pair of thin socks worn underneath will keep 
Baby's toes from poking through the open 
fabric of the bootie. 
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Knit diagonally from corner to corner, this is a blanket you can make 
in any size you want, and with whatever yarn you want. The pattern is 
reversible and can be used as a ground for appliqué, embroidery, or other 
embellishments. The hatis worked from the top down, allowing you to 
size as you go. And the socks are simply a spiral that conforms to a 
. babys foot. Theyre admittedly a little funny looking, but theyre 

also fast and easy, and they stay on as well as the fanciest booties!

Blanket Materials

* 24" circular needle in size 6 (4 mm) 


* Tapestry needle 


NOTE: The blanket needs to be blocked into shape 
when completed, so it is best worked in natural 
fiber yarns. If you are unsure if your yarn will block, 
experiment with a small test swatch. 


Hat Materials 


* Cotton Fleece from Brown Sheep Company (8096 
cotton, 20% merino wool; 3.5 oz; 215 yds) in the

Optional: Small amount of yarn in contrasting

* Allother sizes: Size 6 (4 mm) double-pointed 
needles, 16" circular needle in size 6 (4 mm), 16" 
circular needle in size 5 (3.75 mm) 


Socks Materials 
* Small amount of leftover yarn from blanket or hat 


* Size 6 (4 mm) double-pointed needles

Gauge 
Blanket as shown: 
18 sts and 31 rows - 4" in patt on size 6 needle 


20 sts and 28 rows - 4" in St st on size 6 needle 


Blanket Instructions

Set-up rows: 

Row 1 (WS): (K1f&b) 2 times, K1—5 sts. 
Rows 2 and 4: Knit. 

Row 3: K1f&b, K1, Pl, K1f&b, КІ. 


Pattern 


Row 1 (WS): K1f&b,*K1, РІ, rep from * to last 2 sts, 
K1f&b, K1—9 sts. 


Row 2: Knit. 


Rep these 2 rows until selvage length equals desired 
blanket width or you've used up half your уш 
ending with row 2. 


Begin Decreasing 


Row 1: КІ, K2tog, *K1, P1, rep from * to last 4 sts, КІ, 
SSK, КІ. 


Row 2: Knit. 


Rep these 2 rows until 7 sts rem, ending with row 2. 


Final Decreases 
Row 1: КІ, K2tog, КІ, SSK, K1—5 sts. 
Row 2 (BO row): КІ, K3tog, КІ, BO as you go. 


Block blanket into shape. The completed blanket will 
be in the shape of an elongated diamond and 
needs to be shaped into a square. This is best 
accomplished by wet blocking (see page 12). 
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Flower 

With size 6 dpn, CO 49 sts. 

Row 1: Рб, *K1, P5, rep from *, end КІ, P6. 

Row 2: K2, *sl2tog kw, КІ, рѕѕо, КІ, P1, КІ, rep from 
* end sl2tog kw, КІ, psso, K2—33 sts. 

Rows 3 and 5: Knit the knits and purl the purls. 

Row 4: КІ, *sl2tog kw, КІ, psso, РІ, rep from *, end 
sl2tog kw, КІ, psso, K1—17 sts. 


Break yarn, leaving a 6" tail. With tapestry needle, 
thread yarn through loops on knitting needle 
and gather knitting into a circle. Seam edges. 
Work in ends. 


Leaf 

With size 6 dpn, CO 13 sts. 
Row 1: P6, КІ, P6. 

Rep rows 2-5 of flower. 


Break yarn, leaving a 6" tail. With tapestry needle, 
thread yarn through loops on knitting needle 
and gather knitting into a wedge. Work in ends. 


Make as many flowers and leaves as you wish. Sew 
into place. Add French knots (see page 12) in the 
center of the flowers. 


Hat Instructions 
With size 6 dpn, CO 4 sts. 
K1f&b into each st—8 sts. 


Divide onto 4 dpns, placing 2 sts on each needle. Join 
into rnd, PM in first st of rnd. 





Knit 1 rnd. 

Next rnd: K1f&b in each st—16 sts. 

Next rnd: Knit. 

Next rnd: *K1f{&b, КІ, rep from * around—24 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 

Next rnd: *K1f&b, K2, rep from * around—32 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 

Next rnd: *K1f&b, КЗ, rep from * around—40 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 

Next rnd: *K1f&b, K4, rep from * around—48 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 

Next rnd: *K1f&b, K5, rep from * around—56 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 


Cont in this manner, inc 8 sts every other rnd as 
established, until you reach the circumference 
you want (divide desired circumference by st 
gauge to determine the number of sts you need, 
and then rnd off to the closest multiple of 8). 


For sizes as given, inc until you have 72 (80, 88) sts, 
changing to 16" circular needle when possible. 

Cont to knit in rnds without inc until hat measures 
4V5 (5, 5V2)" from top of crown. 


Change to size 5 dpn or 16" size 5 circular needle and 
beg band. 
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Band 

Rnd 1: *K1, P1, rep from * around. 
Rnds 2 and 4: Knit. 

Rnd 3: *P1, K1, rep from * around. 


Work rnds 1-4 one time, and then rnd 1 one more 
time. 


Knit 4 rnds. 
BO in K1, Pl. Weave іп ends. 
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Making Matching Sets 


You can easily make a matching parent-child 
set of hats using this top down design. For 
an adult size, simply continue to increase as 
established until the hat fits an adult head 
(sample shown was increased to 104 stitches), 
and then work even until hat is 12" short of 
desired crown height, change to smaller size 
needle, and work band as for baby hat. 


Socks Instructions 

These socks are started at the toe, increased to the 
circumference of a baby's foot, and then worked 
in aspiraling K2, P2rib that makes them conform 
to a baby's foot and leg. 


With size 6 dpn, CO 4 sts. 


K1f&b into each 51-8 sts. 


Divide onto 4 dpns, placing 2 sts on each needle. Join 
into the rnd, placing a marker in the first st of 
the rnd. 


Knit 1 rnd. 
Next rnd: K1f&b in each st—16 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 


(For bulkier yarns, this may be all the increases you 
need and you can proceed to spiral rib.) 


Next rnd: *K1f&b, КЗ, rep from * around—20 sts. 
Next rnd: Knit. 


If you need to make the sock bigger, rep the above 2 
rnds, working 1 more st after each inc, until the 
sock is the size you want, and then proceed to 
spiral rib. For the sock shown here, I increased to 
20 sts only. For socks worked in finer yarns or in 
larger sizes, you may need to inc to 24 or even 28 
sts before starting the ribbing. 


Spiral Rib 
Rnds 1-4: *K2, P2, rep from * around. 


Rnds 5-8: P1, *K2, P2, rep from * around to last 3 sts, 
end K2, P1. 


Rnds 9-12: *P2, K2, rep from * around. 


Rnds 14-16: K1, *P2, K2, rep from * around to last 3 
sts, end P2, K1. 


Cont as established, shifting the ribbing 1 st to the left 
every 4 rnds, until sock is the length you want. 
I think 4" is a good length for sizes Newborn to 
0-6 Months; it gives you enough length to fold 
down the top for a cuff if you like. 


BO in patt. Weave in ends. 


Ensuring a Good Fit 


You need a relaxed bind off to ensure that the 
socks will fit over a baby's foot. If you tend 
to bind off tightly, work the last couple of 
rounds on double-pointed needles one size 
larger than those used for the rest of the sock, 
binding off with these larger needles as well.
